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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment and remarks filed 9/29/06 have been acknowledged and 
entered. 

Claims 1-19 have been cancelled. 
Claims 20-29 are pending. 

Specification 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application.

The specification, as originally filed, does not include the headings as above. 

1 . The amendment filed 06/08/05 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 

introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 

shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 

which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: "After the dishwasher is 

placed in a program execution readiness state "as is now recited in the amended 

abstract. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 20-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claims 20-29 are indefinite, confusing and cannot be understood. 

4. The claims are indefinite in the recitation of "in response to both t— if the other — 
-deviation is detected. 

5. In claims 21 -23, line 3, "the step" lacks antecedent basis. 
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6. In claim 24, line 1 1 , "the operation" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 24 is incomplete, because components of dishwasher has not been 
recited. 

7. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 20-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over JP 
07-31 3435(JP'435). 

JP'435 discloses a method of washing and drying tableware. The reference does 
not teach the order of the steps as claimed. See the abstract and the English 
translation. 

It would have been obvious for one skilled in the art to use the method taught by 
JP'435 to obtain the claimed invention. This is because the method and dishwasher as 
taught by JP'435 are functionally equivalent to the process and dishwasher as claimed. 

Response to Arguments 

1 0. Applicant's arguments filed 9/29/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's argument is unpersuasive for the reason set forth before in 
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paper No 20060523. This is also because JP'435 disclosed measuring the temperature, 
comparing the temperature with the predetermined temperature, the temperature 
sensor, partially drying, interrupting the drying because of the door opening. The 
operation controlling means is well known in the art.
